Passages Found In Gospel of 
St. Marks' Not in Other 
r Manuscripts 

Jf LONDON TIMES MAKES 

THE LATEST DISCOVERY 

London. May 18.—Borne long mlsa- 
fbg versee of the New Teatament are! 
Included In the manuaerlpts of the 
Gospel dlecovered in Egypt alx yeara 
ago. and purchased by Charlea I* Freer, 
of Detroit. Mich., according to a study 
made of the Freer manuscripts by the 
limes. 

A fac simile of the manuscripU has 
been presented to the British museum 
by the University of Michigan, to 
which Mr. Freer assigned the task of 
publication, and according to the 
limea. there has been found in the 
• Gospel of St. Mark's several verses 

which occur in no other manuscripts of 
the * New Testament, although they 
w'ere known to Bt. Jerome, who quotes 
them In part. 

In the Freer manuscripts, after the 
passage ln .w!<loh it is said that Jesus 
upbraided his O^lples for their unbe¬ 
lief. the text continues as follows: 

**And they excused themselves, say¬ 
ing that this age of lawlessnesa and 
Ifjibellef la under Satan, who, through 
tha ragency ot unclean spirits suiters 
not^tha true powar of Cki^ to be ap¬ 
prehended. 

"For the cause said they onto Christ, 
reveal now at noe Thy righteousness. 

"And Christ said unto them the limit 
of ibe years of the powers of t xtan Is 
(ao\) fumiled. but It drawath near. 
(The text here ae elsewhere la cor¬ 
rupt). 

•T, for the -xke of aose that have 
sinned was given up unto death, that 
they may return unto the truth and 
sin no more, but may Inherit the spir¬ 
itual and Incvrrupt'ble glory of right¬ 
eousness In Heaven."

Mr. Macdon¬ 
ald charged that the Deputy Speaker 
had acted In an unconatltutlonni man¬ 
ner in dealing with tha amendment to 
the blU moved by Mr. CairoU, ot Cape 
Breton, after the regular olauaea had 
been dlapoMd ot In refusing to put a 
moUon made by Hon. Wm. Pogsley 
that, “The chairman leave the ohalr." 
He prefaced hie remarke by a quota¬ 
tion from a apeech mad. by Lord Sel- 
bome when Mr. Bran was chosen to 
preside over the British House of Com- 
mona which said that a Speaker should 
be a man ot strict justice and Impar¬ 
tial Integrity, common eenee and gen¬ 
tlemanly manner. The deputy Speyer, 
Mr. Macdonald said, should possess 
these qualitlea, and If he did not poe- 
■eae them and live up to them In pre¬ 
siding over the proceedlnga of parlia¬ 
ment the result would be eerieu, to the 
dellberatlona ot parliament ahd the 
country.

•The -imiaister- beUeved that the rev¬ 
enue from tbe current year, despite 
the large proposed expenditures, would 
meet all obligations. The minister 
mode somo referenoe to the stringent 
financial conditions which have ex¬ 
isted during the year, and predicted 
that Improved conditions would pre¬ 
vail before many monthe have elapsed. 

On this occasion, Mr. White eald, It 
would again be his lot to extend bis 
congrmtulatione to the ocuntry on ac¬ 
count- ef the eontinuanoe of the pros¬ 
perous condition which previously ob- 
I tatned. To make the situation clear, it 
' would be necessary to review the 
, flaanoe years. 1310-11 and 1811-1$. On 
the whole, tha estimate he had made of 
the probable revenue for the flsoal year 
which closed on March 31, 1$13, was 
well borne oilt 

The total revenue was 3188.000.088. 
or a lUtls more than estimated. This 
was an Increase of over 118.000,000 as 
eoihpafcM Mth' thO prerious year] The 
increase represeiited slxtera and a half 
per cent of the total revenue for the 
year. .'The Increase.w^ pretty evenly 
distributed over several months. 

Turning to tha expendlturss account. 

. the minister said that the ordinary 
I expenditure for the year 1811-12 had 
I amounted to 388,000,000, an Inoresse of 
$10,000,000 as compared with the pre¬ 
vious fiscal year. A portion of this in¬ 
crease, he said, was more apparent 
than real, being madq up of necessary 
outlays on railways which had brought 
In some returns and of increases in the 
census, militia and public works votes. 
The expenditure, the minister pointed 
out, has slightly more than doubled In 
twelve years. By deducting the ordin¬ 
ary expenditure from the revenue it 
was found that the surplus for the year 
amounted to t37,$4$,77l. 

Coming to the items of expenditure. 
Mr. White said that the amount in 
1811-12 was $88,880,641. or 11.181.440 
more than estimated. Of this $21,000,-

That the council of Oak Bay will do 
all In lU power to prevent the erection 
of tent boroee along the beach at Oak 
Bay and the Wlllowa was promised in 
reply to a petition which waa present¬ 
ed to the council last night and sup¬ 
ported by Rev. W. Barton. 

Mr. Barton aUted that another tent 
had been put up laat Sunday. Rub* 
Mrii and old tlna from the tents were 
being thrown out on the beach and 
on Olympic avenue, and, more than 
! this, the male realdents of the tents 
' were In the habit of performing their 
morning ablutions in the open air. 
Mr. Barton considered the manner in 
which the stovepipes project through 
the aide waJU of the tents as danger¬ 
ous, and on the whole he looked upon 
the existence of the tents as a deter¬ 
rent to prospective purchasers In that 
district 

Another matter that was brought be¬ 
fore the council was the opening up 
of a roadway along what Is known as 
the Esplanade, from Seavtew avenue 
as fsr as the Uplands, the object being 
to give accees to lots on the waterfront 
that are at preeent Inaccessible to de¬ 
livery carts. 

It was explained by the council that 
for years the municipality has been 
trying to induce the owners oii the sea 
front to give it a title to land to do 
this, but some question tume on the 
terms of the old Hudson's Bay Com¬ 
pany leases, and whether ownership 
tenninates at high or low water.
